In 1S&5. when the public wanted a municipal liirht plant, the 
utilitiea, mostly ijontrolleJ by Willkie, fpent iroia ^0,000 to ^IDO.OOO trying i-j 
defeat the proiect. The News foupht for the people, and the vote waa 19,fl00 
to 7,01)0 for a city plant. Geetge Fort Mrlton, owner of the Kg«s, waa the hero 
of tlie fl^ht. The Willkie peopk set up a dummy organization, supposedly inde- 
pendent and pro-Laxpaytr, called the Citizens and 'i"a«]>aierfi' Committee. Ttiey 
ran tremencoos adeertisements and u^d the radio, claiming that publicly owr.ed 
plsnta ■wore a foiluroi tllBt the American Wfiy vrab tlic cui^gcd individjzilibm of 
the Commonwealth & Power Corp. 

But t-h« Newa found that Ilia power oom pojiioa hnd Bubsidizoii the phonoy 
citizens committee with jaO.OOO. In 19aS il was iJisctosed by a Congressional 
inveatiHBtinK committee that Willkie pnpplied thi'' mnney From the C fi S treas- 
ury. At tlie same time the Willkie ontfit determined to kill the News, and for 
that ?uipose not only withdre" all advertisii^, bnt mad? a deal with the Eoj 
A:TcDdnald'a Chattanooga Free Prcj,a.

Leon Joui'olmon of the Mmmission said the 
Froc Prcaa Tiad henofitL&l t»i JSft.OOO CA(;taa fi>r Eidvcriitliigi |ll,(i(iO in eleciriclty 
on long-term credit; |10.000 paid the news])aper tlirough its attorneys, and the 
raIc of slnJE'lrii'ili' roetinjj $21,000 to Homes StotoE, dwuoni iiy HflDi.iiiil'l , of whioh 
lj]fi,010 went uncolleetei]. ■^;cDl|^ald lepjjed this was New Deal persecution! 

The State Public Utilities Commlfsion ruled Ihi; Willk[p ^uh^idiary puilty 
of improper condui't in d^alrng with the press, etc., on 917 counts. At about this 
time General Hugh S. Johnson, syndicated Scnppn-Hiiward columnist, told the 
Bond Club uf New York that Willkie would make a strong candidate ior Pre'ii- 
dent; that he was the idual American huaineas maQ, Hie Willkie boom started. 
ShorlEy aftETwardt the News was diivcn ont of buamefiai it aold its aHwts to the 
Free Pi-css. When thi'i happened Tide, the advei-lising weekly, named Willkie 
ami Tennesiee Bteiiric, but Editor & iTibJIshtr iia rot name Wilikie and referred 
to *'tie power company," The Chattanooga Times, owned by Sulaberger of the 
New Yorli Timta, took tlie poi-ei. i^ojiipany ■ijnlr? in tin? cdrly baHl'^ii, sniL mure 
recently piil on a hig boAsting nampaign which also helped kill che News.
